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8. A metal-containing ribonucleotide protein (RPN) containing a protein from 
the family of SI 00 proteins, an RNA and copper as metal ion in the form of a ternary 
complex, characterized in that the RNA of the ternary complex has the following 
sequences:

9. A process for producing a metal-containing ribonucleotide protein (RPN) 
according to claim 8, characterized in that leucocytes or inflammation tissue is 
homogenized or leucocytes are cultivated and the resulting RNP is recovered from the 
homogenates or from the supernatant of the culture solution by standard methods. 

10. A use of the metal-containing ribonucleotide protein (RPN) according to claim 8 
and/or molecular-biological equivalent structures and/or fragments and/or derivatives for 
producing a medicament for specifically influencing angiogenesis. 
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
